2. The Slovsk Democrats were to send a seven man delegation to the Prague meeting, 
echeduled for June 11. The Slovak Democrat leaders tried to line up support 
anong the moderate parties, and Ministers Ripka, Stransky, and Prochaska, recog~ 
nizing thet a Communist attempt te dissolve the Slovak Democratic Party would 
be the first step in the annihilation of democracy in Gsechosicvakia, were te 
support the Slovak Deuscrates, The feoling of tension wee heightened by the 
recent developments in Hungary. 


3. The Slovak Nemecrats have taken the nosition in the Daxner affair, that : 
should he be retained as Chief Justices, the Party would go inte eppositica, 
It was felt that ths Commnists would conpromise, but at a high price, such 
as the abolition of the Slovak National Council, and its autonomous portfolios, 
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
